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LOCAL AGENTS AND FACTORY ASSOCIATION. 

THERE is much feeling among local agents 
here and there against the WrEsSTERN FAcTory 
INSURANCE AssocIATION. The agents seem to 
think that it is in a measure a competitor and 
in reality another agent of their own com- 
panies, working against them. The associa- 
tion, like all institutions, has made mistakes, 
but we are confident that in most instances 
agents take a narrow view of its operations. 

The WESTERN Factory ASSOCIATION 
writes only sprinkled risks. Not one local 
agent in five hundred is sufficiently expert to 
advise the owner of a plant how to equip or 
improve such a risk. It requires a specialist to 
inspect it and ascertain defects. The com- 
panies grant a lower rate on a sprinkled risk 
and that rate is based on the perfect mainte- 
ance of the sprinkler system. But few field 
men have the training or knowledge suffi- 
cient to enable them to irispect a line of this 
character. The work demands the services of 
one who has a thorough mechanical knowl- 
edge of protective devices and the effect of 
the peculi-r construction of the risk in which 
the system is installed. 

The mutuals have men schooled in technical 
work of this kind who are abundantly able to 
supervise the equipment of a plant as eco- 
nomicaily and effectively as possible. Their 
experience and judgment are brought to 
bear to detect flaws. Unless stock compa- 
nies can meet competition of this kind, the mu- 
tuals will monopolize this class of business. 
Neither local nor special agents can hold this 
business. The Western Factory INSURANCE 
AssociATION therefore steps in without any 
exira cost to the agent to give advice to the 
assured, instali a system and inspect it to 
see that it is properly maintained. The as- 
sured gives the line to such agents as he de- 
sires, who receive a commission on the busi- 
ness. The factory association informs the 
assiired that he has the privilege of distrib- 
uting the line. Here is where the rule comes 
in. Every agent having a factory association 
company thinks he is entiled to the share of 
con:mission on his company’s line. Suppose 
the line is not sprinkled and a fellow agent 
Placcs it, perhaps part of it is brokered. The 
age who has had some of the business 
plac] with him will receive the same line for 
a yoir. That is a rule. The agent who has 
not -ecured a part of the Jine before should 
not expect it after the factory association 
Writs: it| It is the agent who gets the busi- 
ness. who is alive and alert, that should have 
the -cward. He will broker what his own 
com nies will not write. In our opinion, 
Wher it comes to writing a line for the fac- 
tory »ssociation, a company should write only 





its line that it would if acting independently 
of the association. The rest should be brok- 
ered. 

The WestTERN Factory ASSOCIATION is not 
a pirate, not an enemy. Its object is to assist 
agents in holding sprinkled business. The 
agent or agents who control the risk will be 
the beneficiary. Agents who have not any 
hold on it should not be led to believe that 
the factory association is a producer of busi- 
ness for them, a factor to bolster up the agent 
without influence enough to swing any por- 
tion of the line. 

The agent who takes a broad view will see 
that unless the companies have a special organ- 
ization with expert talent to handle sprinkled 
business, the mutuals and sprinkled risk syn- 
dicates in the East would capture much of it. 
The agents thus would lose the commissions 
altogether. The factory association always 
allows a commission, not always 15 percent, 
but whatever it is, the remuneration should 
be counted as that much saved.

The Armenia issues an open 
policy to the company, which in turn issues 
specific policies to owners of threshing ap- 
paratus. 





MEETING OF HIGHLAND NOBLES. 

Des Moines, Ia., August 3.—(Special.)— 
The Highland Nobles, a fraternal insurance 
organization of Iowa, may remove its head- 
quarters from Des Moines to Waterloo. 
Waterloo submitted an offer of $700 at the 
biennial meeting of the supreme castle, held 
here Tuesday, and the matter was left with 
the superior trustees. Marshalltown and Ce- 
dar Rapids also bid. The officers favor the 
retention of headquarters in Des Moines and 
a strong effort will be made to keep them 
here. 

Seventy delegates were present from all 
parts of the country. Reports showed a mem- 
bership of 5,000, with charters in Kentucky, 
West Virginia, South Dakota, Nebraska and 
Oregon. The organization is soon to. enter 
California. The old officers were re-elected, 
J. L. Rose of Des Moines being supreme pro- 
tector. 





DISCONTINUES ADVANCE DIVIDEND POLICY. 


The Royal Union Mutual Life has discon- 
tinued its 25 percent advance dividend policy. 
This contract provided for 75 percent of the 
premium in cash and 25 percent in a note, the 
supposition being that the lien would be 
wiped out by accumulations. It introduces 
another policy providing for the payment of 
the accumulations at death and 25 percent of 
the premiums paid, but charges a sufficient 
extra premium to cover this feature, 





MAY REORGANIZE AS STOCK COPIPANY. 


Reported That the Iowa State Has About De- 
cided to Change Its Plan—Oldest 
in the State. 

Current reports are abroad that the Iowa 
State Insurance Company of Keokuk, the 
oldest fire insurance company doing business 
in that State, will reorganize in the near 
future as a stock company. For more than 
forty years this company has been operating 
on the mutual plan and is one of the strong- 
est in lowa. It is said that the officers of the 
company have found the mutual business un- 
wieldy and think it to the interests of the 
policyholders to make the proposed change, 
which has been under contemplation for some 
time. The Iowa State is about the only mu 
tual company of any consequence in the 
State now, other leading companies having 
reorganized within the last two years as stock 
companies. 





MUST NOT PAY OUTSIDE COMMISSION, 


Companies in Some Cases Order Cancelations in 
Kansas, Where Compensation Is Supposed 
to Have Been Divided. 

Commissioner Luling of Kansas has noti- 
fied the local agents of that State that he will 
revoke the license of any agent that pays com- 
mission to Outside agents or brokers con 
trolling msurance on Kansas property. The 
commissioner construes the law to mean that 
it prohibits local agents from paying com- 
mission of any kind to non-resident people on 
Kansas property. The companies have re 
cently taken this matter up and some of them 
have circularized their Kansas agents to the 
effect that they will not write any business 
on which a commission has been divided with 
a non-resident broker, in view of the fact that 
the companies may be led into complications 
by reason of the commissioner's action. A 
few companies, knowing that certain lines like 
the International Harvester Company are con- 
trolled by outside brokers, have canceled off 
such risks in Kansas, believing that a com- 
mission has been paid by the local agent to 
the broker. It would seem that the local 
agents of Kansas have an efficient tool in 
their hands to use against outside brokers if 
they desire it. 








NOT TO EXAMINE ROYAL EXCHANGE, 


Commissioner Upson of Connecticut will 
not examine the Royal Exchange, although it 
was believed, in his absence, last week, that 
the examining force would be set at that task 
when it had finished with the Hartford Life. 
It appears that the “irregularities” are not 
as obvious or as annoying to Mr. Upson as 
to Mr. Cutting. The Connecticut laws allow 
more latitude to a company than do those of 
Massachusetts.. It seems possible that Mr. 
Cutting may have something explanatory to 
relate to his fellow commissioners at Indian- 
apolis next month, and if he starts a discus- 
sion it is apt to be a lengthy and diversified 
one, 





ARRANGING FOR YALE INSURANCE COURSE. 


The Hartford gentlemen in charge of the 
Yale insurance course, which will be regularly 
included in next year’s curriculum, held a 
meeting last week to work out the details and 
to discuss the instructors to be recommended. 
Vice-President John B. Lunger of the Travel- 
ers, Vice-President R. M. Bissell of the Hart- 
ford Fire, Actuary Archibald A. Welch of 
the Phenix Mutual Life, and. Vice-President 
John M. Holcombe of the Phecenix .Mutual 
Life, attended the meeting. 





Date for Mutual Meeting Fixed. 

The executive committee of the National 
Co-operative Mutual Insurance Companies 
Association of the United States has fixed the 
first Tuesday of next March as the date for 
the annual meeting of the association. The 
convention will be held in Chicago. This will 
be the tenth annual meeting of the associa- 
tion, which comprises as many as 2,000 com- 
panies altogether. 
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HOT RATE WAR AT OWATONNA, IINN. 





Dwellings and Mercantiles Written at Twenty- 
five Cents for Three Years with Non- 
Cancelation Clause. 





There is war to the knife and the knife to 
the hilt at Owatonna, Minn., and it seems 
that the local agents at that point have been 
checkmated at last. The agents for some time 
have blocked all endeavors on the part of 
companies to readjust affairs there, and, mat- 
ters going from bad to worse, the state board 
opened rates, the various special agents have 
swooped down on the town, appointed new 
agents and are taking in all ‘business regard- 
less of rate. Dwelling and mercantile busi- 
ness at 25 cents for three years, with the non- 
cancelation clause, is the order of the day, 
and an enterprising agent of one large com- 
pany wrote up a line on a brick store build- 
ing at 20 cents for three years, dating the 
policy from February 1. 1905. 





MANUFACTURERS FAVOR MUTUALS. 


The chairman of the insurance committee 
of the National Manufacturers’ Association is 
sending a circular letter to members seeking 
data regarding their experience with fire in- 
surance and also information concerning their 
plants. The letter states that the committee 
believes in mutual insurance conducted on the 
lines of the New England factory mutuals and 
other mutuals writing special classes of busi- 
ness. The committee claims that the only hope 
of getting lower rates is through the organi- 
zation of mutuals. 





ILLINOIS LIFE TO REFIAIN IN KENTUCKY. 


The Illinois Life announces this morning 
that it has reconsidered its decision to retire 
from Kentucky. When the company gave its 
reasons for leaving the State, its competitors 
started a report that it feared to have the 
Kentucky department make’ an examination. 
In order to vindicate itself the company will 
remain in the State, and Kentucky will begin 
its examination November 1. 





GATHERING MORE INFORMATION. 


Company officials interested in the “presi- 
dents’ agreement” for the East and South 
are gathering more information regarding the 
various phases of the proposed agreement be- 
fore holding another meeting in New York. 
It is likely that a call for a meeting will be 
issued some time during the present month. 





MANCHESTER HAS QUIT WRITING. 

The Manchester quit writing new business 
on July 30. The new management has prac- 
tically closed up agency arrangements in the 
different points for the Atlas. There are a 


few open places, but these will soon be set- 
tled. 





WILL HAVE A NEW FORM. 


Owing to the dissatisfaction over the form 
for the street railroad in Toledo and the pro- 
iests from the insurance companies, it has been 
decided to have a new form and one is now 
being framed which it is said will be suf- 
ficiently satisfactory so that the line will be 
taken. 





OBJECT TO AUTOMOBILE PRACTICES. 


One of the large local agencies in Chicago 
is sending letters to special agents and others 
not authorized to receive commissions solicit- 
ing the placing of automobile floaters in the 


Boston. Secretary Trimingham of the Chi- 
cago Underwriters Association, has ruled 
that automobile floaters come under board 


rules and that the offer to divide commis- 
sions is a violation of the rules. The execu- 
tive committee has ruled that board members 
can not divide commissions with unauthorized 
persons on tourist floaters if the policy covers 
in Cook county. 





The Woodmens Accident Association has 
sued Superintendent Vredenburgh of the Illi- 
nois insurance department to recover $1,200 
paid in under the 2 percent law, which was 
held unconstitutional.

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Chicago, August I. 

To the Editor :—We see quite frequently in 
the columns of your excellent journal meri- 
torious contributions from managers and gen- 
eral agents of prominent fire insurance com- 
panies; also finished articles from state and 
special agents. Then, too, the general ad- 
juster has his inning, followed by the electri- 
cal expert, the schedule rater, the form 
specialist; each a master in his particular line, 
telling how his branch of the mighty busi- 
ness should be conducted. But we _ note 
prominently absent any humble suggestions 
from the daily report examiner—the “man 
behind the gun,” or, as Expert Lockett would 
say, “the man, who, in his higher develop- 
ment is the court of last resort.” As one 
of the vast army of examiners, I wish to 
thank Manager Lockett for his tribute, and 
I think thanks are due him, as it is seldom 
indeed that we poor “exams” hear other 
than rather terse queries as to “why was this 
passed?” “Why was this not referred to 
special agent?” “What does the electrical 
expert report?” “The adjuster, says we should 
not have approved this risk,’ and scores of 
other inquiries, seemingly stored away in 
bunches to be used as each doubtful loss 
comes to light. The poor examiner is gen- 
erally glad he is living, and yet conceding 
that he will make mistakes occasionally—as 
do all—do the managers ever think of the 
many. daily reports that he passes correctly as 
compared to the few generally trifling errors 
that are chalked up against him? 

“A daily report examiner in his higher de- 
velopment is the court of last resort,” is put- 
ting it correctly, and the writer, having no 
grievance, has always failed to understand 
why it is that managers and general agents 
do not seem to value the assistance of their 
daily report men more than they do. We re- 
fer, of course, to thoroughly equipped exam- 
iners, not to those who have possibly passed 
on dwellings and endorsements for perhaps 
a year, but to the experienced inspector, who 
handles all of his field, is in touch with his 
agents, has rates at his finger tips, union 
rules by rote and who has in many casés 
covered his territory in the field. 

Such an examiner the writer holds is, to 
say the least, equally as valuable as the state 
or special agent, and yet what is the difference 
in salary? A Chicago manager who pays one 
of these highly matured daily report men 
$2,500 per annum thinks he is paying for more 
than he receives, and many heads of com- 
panies gasp in dismay if asked to pay in 
excess of $1,500 or $1,800 a year, while they 
will send a green hand into the field at a 
salary of perhaps $2,000 a year and expenses 
to start on, with an early advance, until the 
road man, with, in all probability, much less 
efficiency in his line and fewer years of ex- 
perience, will soon be receiving checks for a 
larger amount than the poor, overworked 
examiner ever dreamed of. 

There are a few Chicago offices where the 
services of thoroughly equipped daily report 
men seem to be properly appreciated, and the 
writer notes a general tendency to increase 
the remuneration for this class of employ- 
ment. It is meet that this should be, as I 
think it cannot well be disputed that the 
examiner is as keenly alive to the interests 
of the company he is connected with, and 
labors as faithfully to bring about a satis- 
factory showing for his employer on January 
I as anyone connected with the office. 

_  neneeers, ye managers and general agents, 

1 behalf of the faithful army of daily report 
exaininers in Chicago, I ask that you try and 
find among your busy moments each day a 
few seconds to consider your men at the 
daily report desks. Look them over in your 
mind; consider well their many duties; bear 
in mind the greatly added detail during the 
past five years, thus more than doubling the 
labor necessary to complete a daily report for 
the register or filing desk. Think of the 
examiner as a human being having aspirations 
and hopes for advancement ; and as you pon- 

er iry and “dig up” a generous feeling for 
him, and let that generous feeling be put in

AS SEEN FROM CHICAGO. 


CREDIT TO THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Detective Wooldridge of the Chicago police 
department had arranged to raid two more 
wildcat insurance offices in Chicago this week, 
but was held back by the postoffice inspector 
and the attorney for the Illinois insurance 
department, for the reason that they desired to 
get more evidence and that secured by mak- 
ing a raid could not be used by the postal 
authorities. Until Detective Wooldridge took 
up this wildcat work no campaign had been 
successful. ‘The Illinois insurance department 
has never succeeded in accomplishing very 
much in this line and the postal authorities 
had refused to take any action. The Chicago 
police department, therefore, must be given 
credit for the annihilation of the wildcats in 
Chicago. Some of them have closed up their 
doors entirely. It is understood that J. R. 
Wilson and S. C. Wilson, both submarine 
sharks, cannot be located. They have given 
up their old office in the Mallers building at 
Chicago and no trace of them can be found. 

The attorney for the Illinois insurance de- 
partment and ‘the postoffice inspector are get- 
ting data against the fake Lloyds of Chicago, 
with the intention of getting a fraud order 
secured prohibiting the use of the mails to 
them. The Lloyds have‘thinned out consider- 
ably, but there still remain a few of the bogus 
species. These Lloyds, not being under the 
jurisdiction of the Illinois insurance depart- 
ment, have a free field in the State and have 
chiefly been known for their loss-resisting 
policy.

SMALL CLAIM ON A LARGE LINE. 

The Majestic Hotel in Chicago had a loss 
the other day amounting to $15, it carrying 
a line of $300,000 insurance. Underwriters 
are making some critical comment on the ac- 
tion of the assured in making a claim, which 
amounts to twenty-five cents on a $5,000 
policy. 

There seem to be different views as to the 
practice of making claims on insurance com- 
panies for small amounts. One is that not- 
withstanding the smallness of the loss, a 
claim should be made because the insurance 
companies are being paid for giving in- 
demnity. However, the assured usually gains 
in the long run by not making claims for 
these insignificant losses, for in case of a large 
loss more liberality is shown. In this case 
an item of twenty-five cents has to go through 
several sets of books in the local agency, 
western department and home office. The 
companies are thus forced into an expense of 
probably ten times the amount of the loss 
in settling it and getting it through the books. 
The impression left is not very favorable to 
the assured.

CHAMBERLAIN & CO. SEEM TO HAVE QUIT. 

Matter sent to E. M. Chamberlain & Co., 
the underground insurance brokers of Chi- 
cago, has been returned by the postoffice with 
the information that these people are out of 
business. E. M. Chamberlain seems to be an 
unknown qyantity so far as Chicago is con- 
cerned, although his name has been used by 
wildcat underwriters for some time. The 
postal authorities give it as their opinion that 
the name is a mere fiction behind which the 
wildcat sharks stand. Dr. S. W. Jacobs, who 
has been bound over to the federal grand 
jury at Chicago for writing alleged wildcat 
insurance, was the last person to use the 
name of E. M. Chamberlain & Co. in solicit- 
ing insurance. It is understood that several 
wildcat firms have notified the postoffice not 
to deliver any more mail to them.

APPOINTMENT GIVES SATISFACTION. 

The appointment of Walter H. Sage as 
western manager of the German American, 
John C. Ingram, Indiana state agent, as as- 
sistant manager and William L. Lerch, chief 
clerk of the department, as second assistant 
manager, gives universal satisfaction in the 
West. Heretofore when western appoint- 
ments of this magnitude were made it has 
been the custom for officials to consult promi- 
nent western managers as to good material. 
President Kremes, of the German American, 





followed a different course, and chose his 
men without seeking outside counsel. The 
late Judge Carey, former manager of the 

rman American, was one of the men whom 
officials consulted more than anyone else as 
to appointments. President Kremer had sev- 
eral applicants for the position, but he warded 
them off as diplomatically as possible. He 
concluded that he had timber in his own ranks 
and that civil service rules should be recog- 
nized. He allowed Mr. Sage to choose his 
assistants and it gratified President Kremer 
to know that Mr. Sage preferred German 
American men to be associated with him. 

The movements of President Kremer were 
probably kept in greater secret than any other 
western appointment that has been made, 
largely due to the fact that he consulted with 
no outsider and kept his own counsel. ‘There 
was much speculation as to the probable ap- 
pointment, although during the last two weeks 
before the news was made public, it was 
generally conceded that Mr. Sage would be 
the man.

QUEEN'S ARGUMENT TO BROKERS. 


The Queen is endeavoring to cater to the 
brokers in Chicago since John P. Hubble took 
charge of its Chicago office. In his letter to 
brokers he takes the stand that local agents 
and brokers are necessarily in competition 
with each other for business, and hence the 
local agent i3 not in a position to give the 
service to a broker that a company is if dealt 
with direct. He declares that the elimina- 
tion of as many middle men in transactions 
as possible is desirable. He states that brok- 
ers by dealing with a company’s branch office 
in charge of a salaried manager will be able 
to secure better service than by dealing with 


agents ona commission basis.

TACKLING THE CONFLAGRATION HAZARD. 

The governing committee of the Union is 
moving along at a slow rate with the con- 
flagration hazard question, getting data from 
different cities as to water supply, fire pro- 
tection and the boundaries of the conflagra- 
tion district. Superintendent of Ratings Si- 
monson is sent to verify this information 
where the committee is not satisfied that it is 
entirely correct. In some cases the committee 
believes that the raters have given all the 
information that is necessary, and in these 
points the new method will be applied when 
it is decided upon. In others the committee 
desires to have the opinion of Mr. Simonson 

The plan seems to be to make a general 
charge in the conflagration district where the 
water supply or fire protection is deficient. 
Extra charges will be made for deficiencies 
in risks where there are openings that increase 
the fire hazard. The committee believes that 
in the conflagration of Baltimore, Rochester 
and Toronto the main cause can be assigned 
to elevator shafts and other openings in the 
floor. The desire is to have these corrected.

RULING ON GRADED COMMISSIONS. 

A case came up recently in one of the 
western States involving a ruling on graded 
commissions by the arbitration committee of 
the Western Union. A merchant in a town 
was also president of a bank in this town. 
He had his office in his store, representing 
union insurance companies. His supplies 
were kept in his store and all his corre 
spondence regarding insurance carried on 
from there. As president of the bank he spent 
two or three hours a day at the institution. 
The cashier of the bank represented some 
non-union companies. The arbitration com- 
mittee ruled that the merchant-banker was 
not entitled to graded commissions on ac- 
count of the cashier representing non-union 
companies. To a man up a tree this looks 
like a far fetched ruling.

DAVIS WILL REDISTRICT THE STATE. 











New Fire Marshal Will Have Twelve Districts 
Instead of Seven, to Make the Service 
More Effective. 


State Fire Marshal Hy. D. Daivis has post- 
poned the announcement of his appointments 
until August 13. A number of the minor 
ones have been determined upon, but the more 
important ones are still under consideration. 

Marshal Davis will redistrict the State, mak- 
ing twelve inspection districts instead of seven. 
He figures that from $3,000 to $5,000 in ex- 
penses can be saved. Each inspector will have 
less territory to cover and can reach the scene 
of suspected incendiarism sooner. He does not 
expect to increase the total number of em- 
ployes, but will have a smaller office force and 
a larger field force. 

Fire Marshal Davis has announced that he 
will not resign as chairman of the Cuyahoga 
county Republican executive committee, not- 
withstanding reports to that effect. He says 
that he will spend two or three days a week 
in Columbus and the remainder of the time 
in Cleveland, as the duties of the office are 
not imperative. For a new man, this asser- 
tion seems strange, but perhaps he knows 
how he will conduct the office, whether it 
has taken the best part of the time and 
strength of the founder to get through with 
it or not. 


TO BEGIN VACATING THE “BOTTOMS” 


The Razing of Buildings on Terminal Site in 
the Cincinnati “Bottoms” Will Soon 
Be Commenced. 


The Cincinnati Southern Railway has filed 
with the county recorder the deeds to its 
new terminal property in the Cincinnati “bot- 
toms,” and the work of tearing down the 
buildings now standing on the ground will 
be begun soon. As a result several hundred 
tenants will be forced to move up town. The 
terminal will occupy all of the territory be- 
tween Vine and Plum streets and between 
Commerce and Water streets. The tobacco 
warehouse at Nos. 1 to 25 Water street and 2 
to 26 Front street, however, will not be torn 


down, at least for the present. The Louis- 
ville & Nashville terminal will occupy a 
. * ac - aa T 

parallel space on the south side of Water 


street, although the work of preparing for it 
will not begin so soon. 

The razing of this section cuts out quite 
a large amount of premiums in that district, 
but, as the tenants will get insurance else- 
where, the actual loss in business will prob- 
ably not be great. This move will help to 
solve the problem of the “bottoms,” which 
has caused some companies so much concern 
in the past few months.

OPERATIONS OF WESTERN RESERVE. 
Company Will Expand Its Field Since It Has 
Been Admitted to the Union-—Points in 
Secretary Gooch’s Career. 


R. E. Gooch, secretary of the Western Re- 
serve Insurance Company of Cleveland, has 
been notified of the favorable action of the 
Union upon his application for membership. 
The company has so far confined its opera- 
tions to Cuyahoga county; but, desiring to 
broaden the field sufficiently to take in the 
entire State, Mr. Gooch concluded to first 
seek membership in the Union.

An 
excellent business has been placea on the 
books and altogether the prospects are ex- 
ceedingly good for the future. Owing to the 
fact that this is the first stock company 
northern Ohio has had for years, and the 
great difficulties standing in the way of suc- 
cessfully launching an enterprise of this kind, 
this record is excellent. 

Because of the high standard set for ad- 
mission to the Union, Mr. Gooch may well 
consider the admission of his company a per- 
sonal compliment. He began his career in 
the office of the Phoenix of England, and then 
was special agent for the company for three 
years. Following this he spent eight years as 
state agent of the L. & L. & G., a position 
he resigned when he organized the Western 
Reserve. He was, therefore, well schooled in 
union plans and is held in high esteem by 
the members. 

It is not often that a small company, and 
particularly a new one, is taken into the 
Union, but the record made by Mr. Gooch in 
putting the Western Reserve into successful 
operation in so short a time deserved the 
favorable recognition of underwriters, as the 
work demonstrated executive ability of no 
uncertain kind. The business on the books is 
of the best and the loss ratio has been away 
down.

682 fires last year, with total losses on build 
ings of $102,188.52, with an insurance loss of 
$83,396.57, and losses on contents of $277,- 
301.63, with an insurance loss of $247,638.96. 

Chief Lauer advises the compulsory removal 
of searchlights from automobiles, protests 
against burning paper and rubbish in alleys, 
asks the appointment of a city electrician, an 
additional assistant chief, the purchase of fif 
teen horses, the removal of all signs from the 
tops of buildings, the placing of all light and 
telephone wires underground in the business 
center, the appointment of a chief operator 
and a secretary to the chief. 

He urges a general improvement of the 
water supply iines. He asks that new engine 
houses be erected on Fourth — street, near 
Chestnut; Parsons, near Schiller; on Innis 
avenue between High and Parsons, and near 
Mr. Vernon and Cleveland avenues.

FIELD NOTES OF WISCONSIN. 


MILWAUKEE’S FIRE RECORD IS PAIR, 








Has Escaped Very Bad Losses So Far, But Has 
Had a Considerable Run of 
Small Ones. 


Milwaukee has been fortunate so far this 
year in escaping bad fires, although there 
have been enough small losses to keep up a 
fair average. The fire at 216-220 Third street, 
in the Riverside building, early Tuesday 
morning, called for the best efforts of the 
fire department, and the result of its work 
was very satisfactory, as the average loss on 
building, machinery and stock will not be 
over 30 percent, probably. 

The building is a five-story brick, occupied 
for printing lithographing and bindery by the 
Riverside Printing Company, the Northwest- 
ern Lithographing Company and the Milwau- 
kee Blank Book Manutacturing Company.

Competition has 
increased in them and excess commissions are 
paid to get the business by some of the com- 
panies. This condition of affairs is becoming 
very pronounced in some parts of the State, 
and it is largely on account of this lack of 
co-operation that the presidents of the two 
field organizations sent out a joint letter urg- 
ing all companies to play fair. So long as 
excess commissions are paid to get the busi- 
ness it will always be diverted to companies 
purchasing it.

IOWA AGENTS WORRIED ABOUT IT. 





False Impression Abroad About the Scope of 
Decision Holding Agents Liable Where 
Companies Fail to Pay. 





The state auditor of Iowa is trying to cor- 
rect an erroneous impression which has gone 
abroad that a recent decision of Judge Gam- 
ble in Guthrie county, Iowa, is so broad that 
it makes any insurance agent of Iowa liable 
for the value of. the policies he places, if the 
company he represents fails to pay in case 
of loss. This interpretation of the opinion 
is causing endless worry among Iowa agents. 
The scope of the opinion is much narrower 
than this, the real intent being merely to pro- 
vide against the placing of insurance policies 
in unauthorized companies and by unauthor- 
ized agents. The opinion really makes the 
liability stand against the agent, only when 
such existing conditions can be proved. The 
decision grew out of a case in which two 
women, milliners at Perry, Iowa, were in- 
duced to insure in a wildcat company in Chi- 
cago, sustained a loss and were unable to re- 
cover. The case went to the courts and Judge 
Gamble held the unauthorized agent of the 
unauthorized company liable for the face value 
of the policy, nearly a thousand dollars.

HAVE VERY POOR FIRE PROTECTION. 





Labor Commissioner of Minnesota Reports 
That State Institutions’ Facilities for Fire 
Fighting Are Generally Poor. 





Many of the buildings at the Minnesota 
state institutions are sadly in need of fire 
protection, according to a report of a special 
investigation made by John O’Donnell, state 
labor commissioner, which has just been pre- 
sented to Governor Van Sant. Mr, O’Donnell 
reports that some of the institutions are abso- 
lutely without fire protection, that the water 
supply at some is insufficient, that there are 
no hose connections in others, that the electric 
wiring in still others is out of order and that 
in some of the institutions there is no alarm 
system, no printed instructions as to the con- 
duct of the inmates in the case of fire and no 
ladders or trucks. 

The state asylum at Hastings, according to 
the labor commissioner, is without fire pro- 
tection. There are no hose connections in 
the buildings and the water tanks are not 
high enough to give sufficient pressure. The 
girls’ cottage at the training school at Red 
Wing, Mr. O’Donnell says, depends entirely 
on a chemical for its fire protection, and the 
nearest hydrant is 1,000 feet away. The elec- 
tric wiring is out of order, and there is no 
alarm system. The water supply at the state 
hospital at Fergus Falls is inadequate, and 
several additional hydrants are needed at the 
school for feeble-minded at Faribault. The 
buildings at the Anoka asylum have no hose 
connections, 2nd the water tank is of insuf- 
ficient capacity. The hose at the school for 
the blind at Faribault is old and leaky, there 
are no ladders or trucks, and the electric wir- 
ing is in bad condition. The St. Peter hospi- 
tal has not sufficient hose and fire-fighting ap- 
pdratus, and the alarm system is out of order. 

The labor commissioner reports that the 
fire protection at the St. Cloud reformatory, 
the state prison at Stillwater, the school for 
the deaf at Faribault and the state hospital 
at Rochester is good.

They have visited Oklahoma City and Shaw- 
nee.

Complaint has been made 
heretofore regarding non-union companies, 
but the books seem to show that union com- 
panies were more at fault than non-union 
institutions. Union agents seem to have made 
the complaint that non-union companies were 
cutting rates merely to get an advantage. At 
Shawnee not so many infractions were found. 





DECISION IS EXPECTED ON TAX LAW. 





Companies Hope Nebraska Supreme Court 
Will Soon Rule as to the Municipal 
Revenue Statute. 





A decision is expected at any time from the 
Supreme Court of Nebraska on the Omaha 
municipal tax law, which is brought as a test 
to decide the question for the entire State. 
When the matter came before the Supreme 
Court several months ago it decided that the 
Supreme Court had not original jurisdiction 
over issues involving municipal revenue. By 
consent the attorneys of the companies 
brought a suit in the District Court of Omaha 
to test the law and on demurrer it was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, which. will now 
pass upon the question of law. The com- 
panies have filed two sets of returns with the 
municipalities, one giving the cash balance in 
the hands of agents on April 1, and the other 
giving the net returns of the year. 





WANT KINGFISHER CLOSED UP. 

The union special agents have been desircus 
of fixing up rates at Kingfisher, Okla., by 
getting co-operation from the non-union com- 
panies. The governing committee of the Union, 
however, has not given its sanction to this 
movement because it believes that the same 
conditions exist as brought on the trouble, 
and hence take the position that union com- 
panies would be acting against their interests 
if an organization would be formed in. this 
town.

1OWA MUTUAL MEN TO MEET. 

The date for the annual meeting of the 
Iowa Association of Mutual Insurance Com- 
panies has been set for November 16, 17 and 
18 at Des Moines, Iowa.

WANT NO HINDRANCE OF FIREMEN. 

The St. Paul board of fire commissioners 
has petitioned the city council to pass on 
ordinance intended to prevent street cars 
from hampering the fire department in mak- 
ing runs. The ordinance requires street cars 
to’ be stopped before crossing certain speci- 





fied streets in the business section of the city 
and provides that a motorman must stop his 
car whenever he sees any fire apparatus on 
the street. If the apparatus is on the same 
street as the street car, or is running on a 
cross street, the motorman must not start un- 
til all the apparatus has passed. Under no 
conditions is a car to be stopped in front 
of any engine house. Violation is made 
punishable by a fine of $100. The fire depart- 
ment has been hindered in making runs sev- 
eral times in the last few months, and the 
fire commissioners were tnanimous in ap- 
proving the proposed ordinance. 





MANY RECENT FIRES IN MINNESOTA. 





Several Are Reported to Have Been of In- 
cendiary Origin—One Resulted in 
Loss of Life. 





There have been no less than a dozen in- 
cendiary fires in Minnesota in the last week 
or ten days. ‘Three people were burned to 
death in a saloon at Nashwauk on the Mesabe 
range, and William Reynolds, Theodore Ness, 
George McCune and two others have been 


arrested, charged with setting fire to the 
building. 
Firebugs operated extensively in Minnea- 


polis. Two residences at Fiftieth street and 
Forty-second avenue were destroyed on July 
24, and the owners of the houses are satisfied 
that the fires were incendiary. 

Tramps set fire to the general store of S. H. 
Drake at Long Lake, near Minneapolis, and 
the entire village was threatened. The store 
burned at a loss of $8,000, and the residence 
of Mrs. John H. Schmitz was also destroyed. 
An appeal for aid was made to the Minne- 
apolis fire department. 

A $75,000 fire, which started from an un- 
known cause, destroyed the carshops of the 
Duluth & Iron Range railroad at Two Har- 
bors. The blaze started in the pattern depart- 
ment and spread rapidly among the dry ma- 
terial in the buildings. The machine shops, 
boiler house and storehouse were saved. 

Mora suffered the most disastrous fire in 
her history on the night of July 26. The fire 
destroyed twelve business houses and resulted 
in a loss of from $60,000 to $75,000. Mora 
had just started the construction of a water- 
works system. 





LIGHT HAIL LOSSES ON CROPS. 


The crop loss in Iowa from hailstorms up 
to date this year is said to be the smallest in 
the history of hail insurance companies doing 
business in the State. There have been but 
one or two light storms since the crops were 
sufficiently advanced to sustain damage, and 
the bulk of the small grain is out of danger. 
On account of the few storms the business 
of the companies has not been quite so good 
as in previous years. 





GENERAL WESTERN NOTES. 


Rates have been restored at Nevada, Mo., 
by the local agents. 

The city of Eveleth, Minn., is considering 
the advisability of installing a waterworks 
system at a cost of $50,000. 

The Council Bluffs, Iowa, agency of the 
Philadelphia Underwriters, has been changed 
from John I. Lutz to H. W. Binder & Co. 

E. M. Wray and W. A. Welles, employes of 
the Krug Packing Company of St. Joseph, 
Mo., wish to establish a fire insurance agency 
in St. Joseph if they can get the companies.

ILLINOIS LIFE LEAVES KENTUCKY, 








Heavy Taxation Is Assigned as Cause, To- 
gether with Desire of Kentucky Depart- 
ment to Examine the Company. 





The Illinois Life last week announced its 
withdrawal from the State of Kentucky on 
the ground of the excessive taxation on the 
life insurance business in that commonwealth. 
Besides state taxes and department fees, com- 
panies are held up for license to do business 
in many of the towns and cities of Kentucky. 
Col. A. C. Johnson, who has been manager 
for Southern Kentucky, has been returned to 
his old field in Indian and Oklahoma terri- 
tories. 

At the close of 1902 the Illinois Life had 
$7,158,839 in force in Kentucky, largely from 
the reinsurance of the Mutual Life of Ken- 
tucky. It wrote $1,655,722 in the State in 
1903, but had only $6,785,986 in force at the 
end of the year, thus showing that the State 
was not very satisfactory. 

It is understood that the Kentucky depart 
ment wanted to examine the company and the 
company did not consider that the privilege 
of doing business in the State was worth the 
cost of the examination. 





FIX A MINIMUM EXAMINATION FEE. 





Des Moines Physicians Will Not Conduct Ex- 
aminations for Less Than Two Dollars— 
Affects Fraternals Principally. 


The Commercial Club of Des Moines, Iowa, 
composed entirely. of physicians, has agreed 
upon a new schedule of rates for examina- 
tions for life insurance companies, to go into 
effect January 1. After that date no exami- 
nation will be made by these physicians for 
less than $2 and the fees will range from $2 
to $5. All supreme examiners have been 
notified of this action. The physicians of 
Des Moines believe they have zgreed upon 
a step which will be the iniative in a similar 
movement throughout the United States. It 
arose from the fact that many of the fra- 
ternals had an examination fee as low as one 
dollar, although many of the old line life 
companies pay a fee of $5 without com- 
plaint. It is believed by the Des Moines 
physicians that to raise the average rate will 
be to the interest of the companies as well as 
the physicians, as it will assure better and 
more thorough examinations and thus make 
the death rate for the companies smaller than 
otherwise. 





MUTUAL RESERVE STILL OUT. 

The Mutual Reserve Life and the Illinois 
department are still at loggerheads and the 
company is not licensed in Illinois. The de- 
partment refused to accept the New York 
department report, and the Mutual Reserve 
declined to let the Illinois department put its 
finger in the pie. Hence the exit and the 
barred doors.

GROWTH OF MINNESOTA MUTUAL LIFE. 

President T. R. Palmer of the Minnesota 
Mutual Life reports that the company wrote 
$3,500,000 new business during the first six 
months of 1904, more than the business writ- 
ten during all of last year. The company in- 
creased its business in force over $2,000,000 
and its assets $85,000. 

“The company,’ says Mr. Palmer, “wr 
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nearly $1,000,000 of approved business in June 
and from present indications will place 
$10,000,000 of new insurance on the books be- 
fore the year runs out. This would exceed by 
$3,000,000 the calculations made by us at the 
beginning of the year and would increase the 
size of the company 60 percent in one year.’ 

At a recent meeting of the board of trus- 
tees, John H. Mitchell, president of the 
Winona Deposit Bank, was elected trustee; 
J. A. O'Shaughnessy, former insurance com- 
missioner, was advanced ‘from second vice- 
president and field manager to vice-president 
and field manager, and W. D. Mitchell, gen- 
eral counsel of the company, was elected 
second vice-president.

CUTTING-PRUDENTIAL CONTROVERSY. 


Insurance Commissioner of Massachusetts Has 
an Experience Similar That of Wis- 
consin Commissioner. 


The comments of Commissioner Cutting of 
Massachusetts on the relations of his depart- 
ment and the Prudential Insurance Company 
bear a striking resemblance to the remarks of 
Commissioner Host of Wisconsin. 

After reviewing his opposition to the prac- 
tical merger of the Prudential and the Fidelity 
Trust, and quoting his objections as stated 
last year, he says that he was astonished on 
investigation to find that a larger amount of 
Prudential assets than its claimed surplus was 
dependent for its value upon the solvency of 
the trust company. 

“To add to the seriousness of the situa- 
tion,” says Mr. Cutting, “the insurance com- 
pany declined to furnish to this department a 
statement of the condition of the trust com- 
pany, and the commissioner of banking and 
insurance of the State of New Jersey refused 
to give a statement of its condition which 
would afford sufficient information to form 
a judgment as to whether the trust company 
was in a satisfactory condition or not. This 
department consequently faced this situation: 
here was an insurance company operating in 
Massachusetts which was so tied up with an- 
other corporation that it was not in a sound 
financial condition if that other corporation 
was worthless, and there was no way open 
by which this department could ascertain the 
exact condition of that other corporation.” 

The commissioner therefore notified the 
Prudential of his intention to revoke its 
Massachusetts license, which, as was expected, 
brought from the managers of the Prudential 
a request for a conference, at which “the 
situation was considered in detail, and an 
agreement reached which, although it does 
not remove all the reprehensible features of 
the close union between the two companies, 
will, if carried out in good faith, save a sur- 
plus to the Prudential even if all its assets 
which are dependent upon the soundness of 
the Fidelity drop out of sight. By this 
covenant, entered into by the executive officers 
of the Prudential, who were so authorized by 
a vote of the company’s directors, which was 
required here that the company’s records 
might show the facts, it is agreed, in effect, 
with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
that at no time while the Prudential shall 
transact business in Massachusetts shall its 
deposits in any single financial institution, to- 
gether with the loans made with the stock of 
such institution, in whole or in part, as col- 
lateral, and with the value, as given by the 
last annual statement by. the company, of the 
stock of said financial institution owned by 
the insurance company, exceed 50 percent of 
the net surplus of the Prudential as deter- 
mined by the Massachusetts insurance com- 
missioner. 

“Upon the execution of this covenant the 
insttrance commissioner consented to the with- 
drawal of the notice of revocation, and the 
company is still transacting business in 
Massachusetts. It is evident that this truce 
by no means settles the question as to whether 
the State has any duty in the matter of pro- 
tecting its citizens by the enactment of a law

that shall prevent the control of life insurance 
companies by other corporations bent upon 
the use of insurance funds, by reason of such 
control, for its own ends and purposes in ways 
so craftily devised that they escape the re- 
straints of the present law.” 

The commissioner then nays his respects to 
an abominable law in New Jersey, under 
which the insurance commissioner of that 
State is empowered to revoke the New Jersey 
license of all companies in any State that re- 
fuses to accept, as final and conclusive, the 
assets and liabilities of a New Jersey company 
as determined by him or disapproves of its , 
methods of doing business as approved by 
him, and for these reasons revokes its 
authority. 





CONSERVATIVE MUST PAY ITS TAXES. 


Attorney-General of lowa Holds That Company 
Is Collecting Premiums There and 
Must Pay Taxes. 

The Conservative Life will have to pay 
taxes for the year 1903 on business done in 
Iowa as the result of an opinion rendered by 
the attorney-general of that State. The con- 
servative Life recently took over the business 
of the Mutual Life Association of Marshall- 
town, Iowa, but claimed that it had with- 
drawn from the State and refused to pay 
taxes on any business in Iowa. The queStion 
submitted to the attorney-general was one 
of fact, and he holds that it is evident that 
the company is still receiving premiums on 
business in Iowa, has deposits in the State 
and is liable for the tax in controversy. The 
Iowa department has been unable as yet to 
secure a sworn statement from the company,

MISSOURI HAS A SENSATIONAL CASE. 





Heavily Insured Woman Is Found Dead—Hus- 
band Acts Peculiarly and Is Placed 
Under Arrest. 





A sensational case, in which insurance com- 
panies are involved, has stirred Marion county, 
Missouri. Dr. Watson and wife of Denver, 
Colo., formerly of New London, Mo., while 
on a visit to New London, were found thrown 
from a buggy on either side of a country 
road. Mrs. Watson was lying with her face 
in the water of a creek, twenty feet below a 
bridge, dead, with no signs of a struggle or 
marks of violence, while Dr. Watson was 
lying on the bridge unconscious. 

Dr. Watson remained unconscious three 
days; then, when he became conscious, he 
said that the horse he was driving was fright- 
ened and threw them out. However, Dr. Wat- 
son acted so strangely that suspicions were 
aroused. After his wife was buried, he went 
to St. Louis and is said to have been seen 
frequently in the company of a woman. 

Mrs. Watson had $14,000 life insurance and 
Dr. Watson had also recently taken out an 
accident policy on his wife for $16,000. This 
policy was to run only three months. This 
accident policy, it is said, was secured by Dr. 
Watson without the knowledge of his wife. 

These things aroused suspicion and de- 
tectives were placed on the case, resulting in 
the arrest of Dr. Watson, who is now in jail 
at New London, Mo. 

Mrs. Watson’s body has been exhumed to 
see if she died from poison.

HILE we cannot fully understand 

the plans of the Supreme Architect 

of the Universe, our knowledge 

of the world’s progress and the 
ever increasing tendency toward improve- 
ment leads to the conclusion that the ultimate 
result of the vast development of the human 
race will be the man perfect; the assimilation 
of God with man when man shall become 
His perfect image. The human mind is God’s 
agency to promote this divine organization 
and execute His will in its development. All 
material things are simply auxiliaries, the tools 
with which the agency the human ‘mind has 
to operate. In this agency work it is natural 
and according to the divine plan that different 
minds should seek different fields and then 
specialize their ability to do one thing and do 
it well. 

Within the past one hundred years the hu- 
man mind has solved problems and accom- 
plished results never before thought of. The 
application and control of the several forces, 
the knowledge of their relation to each other 
and the consequent effect is the result of mod- 
ern specialization of human effort. These dif- 
ferent fields of specialization are called pro- 
fessions. 

In the early history of the human race 
there were but three recognized professions— 
theology, law and medicine—but science and 
learning have gradually extended to other de- 
partments of affairs and have created numer- 
ous other distinct and well-defined profes- 
sions. By profession I mean a calling or oc- 
cupation that requires special knowledge and 
training peculiar to itself and a scientific ap- 
plication of such knowledge in its practice. 

In the preparation of this paper I realize 
that the time allotted for its delivery would 
not permit more than a brief reference to a 
few of the many worthy professions of this 
busy world.

The affairs of men are divided into three 
classes—creative or industrial, financial and 
educational—to which all modernized profes- 
sions belong. 

In the first class we have architecture, engi- 
neering and agriculture. 

To the second belong banking, commercial- 
ism and insurance, 

To the third belong theology, teaching, law, 
medicine, music and art. 

These professions are properly subdivided 
into increasing numbers as the lines of limita- 
tion are drawn closer and closer. For in- 
stance, the disciple of A®sculapeus formerly 
had unlimited scope in his field of operation. 
Now he is either an allopath, homeopath, ec- 
lectic or osteopath. The allopath must con- 
fine his knowledge to pathology and therapeu- 
tics or to his skill with the knife. In the use 
of the knife his practice may be limited to 
the vermiform appendix or perhaps he may 
extend his exploration to the entire anatomy 
within the peritoneum. The title “doctor” 
gives little information. There must be a 
defining adjective that will tell the school and 
the particular practice to which it refers. We 
read accounts of wonderful cures of diseases 
and almost incredible surgical operations. 
While this profession has attained a high 
degree of perfection, it seems to me that the 
human body is heir to a greater variety of 
diseases to-day than when the first man lost 
a rib, And for this increased variety we are 
indebted to the doctor. He has made it possi- 

‘e for us to die of so many more diseases. 
No matter now what one’s station in life, he 
can find a suitable disease befitting his rank. 
We have bacilli of any size, quantity, color or 
stvle that suit the most fastidious.

Law is a rule of action. The profession or 
Practice of law is the science of applying the 
tule to the action and determine its violation 
and the penalty therefor. As there are two 
sides to every legal dispute, I presume it 

would be proper to add that the practice of 
law is also the science of misapplying the rule 
to the action. The successful lawyer is not 
always on the right side and does not always 











win his case in court. One would think that 
the lawyers do not understand a law when 
there can be such a difference of opinion as to 
its interpretation. Even the judges do not 
agree and frequently reverse each other’s de- 
cisions. I should like to speak further of 
this profession, but this brief paper will not 
permit. I would add, however, that the legal 
profession seems to be overcrowded with law- 
yers and that litigation is decreasing relatively 
to the increasing volume of business. Some 
of our most prominent lawyers seldom appear 
in court. The spirit of arbitration and com- 
promise is gaining in favor and attorneys are 
now employed to avoid and not to engage in 
litigation.

The profession of engineering requires a 
trained mind and close application of one’s 
inventive faculties. His dealings are with the 
elements and their combinations, with forces 
and their effects, with ratios and proportions, 
with comparisons and contrasts. His asso- 
ciations are with things material. 

Of the professions belonging to the creative 
class perhaps agriculture is the most attract- 
ive. Many of us remember with much pleas- 
ure our early associations with growing fields 
of grain, the wooded pastures, the grazing 
herds and flocks, the sowing and reaping and 
the marketing. Even the winter chores were 
a delight, equaled only by a renewal contract; 
somewhat monotonous, perhaps, but a helpful 
breadwinner, 

Banking is a profession, and the banker 
who would best serve his clients should con- 
fine his efforts to that profession alone. He 
should not enter or be interested in any other 
business requiring the use of large capital. 
The recent failure of many banks throughout 
the country, caused principally by the diver- 
sion of funds to aid favored industrial insti- 
tutions, prompts a speedy investigation and 
revision of the banking laws and a closer 
State and national inspection of the business. 
The finger of caution points to the banker. 
His chief qualification should be to know 
how to receive other people’s money and when 
to refuse to lend it. He should be the em- 
bodiment of commercial reports and an en- 
cyclopedia of investments.

In the early days of human existence, when 
all people were divided into castes or classes, 
the teacher or priest was the first or highest 
class. The man of learning was supposed to 
be inspired and endowed with special au- 
thority of divine origin. He was respected and 
feared, and his commands were obeyed. 
Learning has become so universal that the 
profession of teaching has lost its caste and 
men of great letters are found in all profes- 
sions, many of the brightest minds being 
engaged in every class of human affairs. I 
am not sure that the profession of teaching 
fails to afford opportunities for great accom- 
plishments, but it is a well-known fact that 
few men as teachers ever become noted for 
deeds of great accomplishment until they have 
left that profession and gained opportunities 
in fields of greater individual possibilities. 
The profession of teaching is perhaps the 
most confining and exacting and undoubt- 
edly the least remunerative of all professions, 
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and few are satisfied to remain in it longer 
than a few years. The average teacher has the 
same drudgery year after year. The pupils 
come and learn and go and are succeeded by 
another class of different faces but similar 
minds, and as class succeeds class and the 
years roll by the teacher has repeated his 
Cesar and his Illiad, and his Cesar and his 
Illiad. He has more cause than effect, more 
theory than practice. His work is to teach 
and build up minds that are inferior to his 
own. He is liable to unconsciously subsist 
upon the mental food he prescribes for his 
pupils, and while those minds grow and de- 
velop his own mind development may slacken 
for want of stronger nourishment and the 
horizon of his sphere come closer and his 
vision shorter. His years of usefulness in the 
profession are very’ few. This is evidenced 
by the fact that comparatively few men serve 
as teachers after middle life. 
* * & 


The ministry is what its name implies— 
ministering to the wants of the needy—the 
noblest of all professions. The man who lives 
wholly for himself is of no benefit to the 
world, for his influence hinders the world’s 
advancement. Everyone, no matter how hum- 
ble his station in life, has opportunities for 
ministering to the wants of others, and the 
measure of his success, when finally gauged 
by the Supreme Inspector, will be not by his 
accumulation of property, fame, power or 
learning, but to what extent he used his 
property, fame, power .and learning in con- 
tributing to the welfare of his fellowmen, 
the advancement of civilization and the pro- 
motion of the world’s development. One’s 
responsibility is in proportion to his ability. 
His ability to accomplish is enhanced by the 
accumulation of wealth. His fame is his 
prestige or reputation. His power is his in- 
fluence. His learning is his knowledge. With 
wealth, reputation and influence and knowl- 
edge of how to use it man will be held ac- 
countable for his stewardship.

Life insurance is the science of mutual co- 
operation for protection against individual loss 
in the event of death. It was inspired by the 
doctrine of brotherly love and designed to 
lessen another’s burdens. Its scope is im- 
measurable, its limitations unknown. Its 
benefits are universal and everlasting. The- 
ology heralds the love of God. Law the jus- 
tice of God. Teaching proclaims the uni- 
versality of God. Man is the highest type of 
visible creation. The study of man, his na- 
ture, his characteristics, his environments and 
his destinies are embodied in the curriculum 
of the profession of life insurance. In the 
pursuit of this profession one sees the best 
side of human life manifested in the expres- 
sion of love for someone other than self. 

It has been said that the business civiliza- 
tion of the day is antagonistic to Christianity. 
If that be true, life insurance may be one of 
God’s agencies to counteract that antagonism. 
We who are wedded to this profession and 
know its virtues can testify to its moral in- 
fluence upon the individual and the community. 
Life insurance is a messenger of peace and 
is the exemplification of the Golden Rule. It 
husbands strength to assist weakness, distrib- 
utes wealth to lessen poverty, and enables 
prosperity to overcome misfortune.

No other profession except the ministry 
offers so wide a field for practice as does life 
insurance. The doctor and the lawyer, 
with their beautifully designed diplomas ap- 
propriately framed and conveniently displayed, 
must, by the rules of their respective profes- 
sions, wait for patients and clients. They 
thrive most when epidemics and quarrels pre- 
vail. One associates with inflammation and 
the other with disputation. 

The practice of our profession associates us 
with the healthy and the happy, the thrifty 
and the prosperous, the builders of success. 
In this atmosphere of healthful environment 
the life insurance agent should be lifted to 
a higher plane of manhood and a respected 
position of influence. 

This profession requires little capital and 
affords splendid remuneration for services 
rendered by the solicitor. The essential qual- 


ifications are the right kind of individual 
mental characteristics, supported by an honest 
heart, a well regulated liver, good digestion 
and a desire for work. With a proposition 
against which there is no reasonable argument, 
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with possible patrons on every hand, the so- 


licitor who will may succeed.

This profession has made rapid strides in 
the few years of its childhood. In sixty years 
men and women have endorsed it, and, by their 
co-operation, have accumulated $2,300,000,- 
000, besides having distributed hundreds of 
millions of dollars to hundreds of thousands 
of appreciative beneficiaries. There are 8o,- 
000,000 people in this country, and of these 
there are at least 30,000,000 yet to be enrolled 
upon the roster of policyholders. We think 
that the life insurance business has grown to 
large proportions. Things are large or small 
relatively. Compared with other business, 
this business is certainly very large. But com- 
pared with the possibilities in store for it, the 
business has just begun, and is yet in its 
infancy. Of the 30,000,000 eligible only about 
3,000,000 are insured. This number of policy- 
holders carry about $8,000,000,000 insurance. 
When we have insured the 30,000,000 people 
we will have insurance in force amounting 
to $100,000,000,000 and will have assets amount- 
ing to the modest sum of $25,000,000,000. It 
will require hundreds of thousands of solicit- 
ors to secure this business and thousands of 
managers, actuaries and financiers of the high- 
est standard of capability.

This profession or business is attracting the 
best men, and with each year of its advance- 
ment shows a constant improvement in the 
character and ability of its agents. We no 
longer encourage a man to take up this work 
as a temporary makeshift. We want only 
men who will make this profession their life 
work, men with strong character and a de- 
termination to do, men who will lend dignity 
to the profession and command the respect of 
all with whom they associate. The young 
man or young woman who has completed his 
school or collegiate course prepared to enter 
the race of human endeavor should subject 
himself to a severe practical examination and 
analyze his capabilities. It is not easy for him 
to determine the particular calling or profes- 
sion best suited to him. His years of study 
perhaps have been along general lines, with 
possibly no conceived plan for his future life. 
Even so. If his mind has been. trained to 
think, to invent, to solve and to direct and his 
will cultivated to control himself, he is 
equipped with the essential qualifications to 
master any profession. His success in life 
should not depend upon his. selection of the 
right profession, but upon his ability to adapt 
himself to that profession by a practical ap- 
plication of his genius. I once heard a pro- 
fessor say that if he should forget all the Latin, 
Greek, German and Hebrew that he had 
learned in college he would still believe that 
his time in college had been well spent, for in 
those years his mind had been trained to think. 
In knowing how to think, his power of adapta- 
bility would enable him to win success where 
failure would otherwise be the result.

I would not have you think that life in- 
surance is a profession easily mastered or that 
almost anyone out of work can take a rate 
book, some literature and a blank application 
and go into the highways and solicit business 
with success. He may write some business 
and do some good, for every little helps. But 
if he has not the proper qualifications of men- 
tal endowment, with a due appreciation of the 
high character of this noble work, he will be 
in this profession what the fake is in com- 
mercialism, what the pettifogger is in law and 
what the quack is in medicine. Within the 
past five years many of our colleges have 
opened a branch for the study of life insur- 
ance. This recognition of our profession is 
another evidence of its growing popularity and 
the increasing demand for information con- 
cerning its principles, purposes and_ benefits. 
It will not be long until insurance textbooks 


will be found in our public schools and its 
study considered as necessary and_ beneficial 
as the study of algebra and geometry. As the 


system of life insurance education is broad- 
ened and extended the business will be better 
understood and moyge popularly known as a 
profession.

AMONG THE GASUALTY MEN. 


WILL CHECK THE TWISTING PROCESS. 














Affiliated Accident Companies Are Endeavor- 
ing to Co-operate to Bring About Re- 
forms in Agency Work. 


One of the results of the recent conven- 
tion of the International Association of Ac- 
cident Underwriters will be to check twist- 
ing of agents from one company to another. 
This has been one of the most pernicious 
practices of accident companies. An agent 
or subagent, thinking he can swing anice 
line of business, will seek higher commis- 
sions from some other company, and thus 
start a bidding on his risks. As a general 
rule accident business is largely personal with 
the agent and he can swing his friends into 
any company that he desires. The accident 
company thus loses a good line of business 
and expenses of the competing company are 
increased. 

While no official action was taken at the 
convention, yet it is the general understand- 
ing among the officials that hereafter, when 
an application is made for an agency, an in- 
vestigation will be made as to the present 
connection of the agent, and if he is repre- 
senting one of the affiliated companies he 
will be turned down. The success of thi§ 
movement rests entirely on the good faith of 
the managing officials. Already good results 
are seen since the convention. An agent of 
one of the companies declared he could 
swing 155 risks to the General Accident and 
applied for its agency. He was a subagent 
and desired to become a general agent. Man- 
ager Moore found he was with an affiliated 
company and recommended that he remain 
with it. If all managers take similar action 
the twisting process will soon be reduced to 
a minimum. 





RESTRICTS BURGLARY WRITING. 

The AEtna Indemnity Company has notified 
its agents to cease writing burglary policies 
on open stocks of merchandise. The company 
is still writing residence and bank burglary, 


and will also cover merchandise if safes. Be- 
sides jewelers, the principal merchants that 
carry burglary insurance are fur and _ silk 


dealers, and the high loss ratio on this class 
of goods has made the business unprofitable.

LIABILITY COMPANIES FAKE CLAIMS. 


Women Often Resort to Subterfuge to Bring 
Damage Cases, Especially Where They Are 
Alleged to Have Fallen. 





Employers’ liability companies are always 
on the lookout for fake claims. These come 
especially where persons fall on the side- 
walk or, premises of the assured on some pre- 
text and present a claim. Many of these 
claims are made on account of banana skins. 
One of the fruitful spots for these claims is 
in department stores, where evidence is diffi- 
cult to secure after an accident has happened. 
By the time the claim is presented to the 
liability company, witnesses are hard to find. 
Most claimants of this nature are women who 
become adepts at the business. 





NEED HIGHER RATES. 

The liability companies are agreed that 
rates are not high enough yet on some of the 
heavy metal workers, as these classes show 
a high loss ratio. Flour mills in some States 
have also proven unprofitable. Coal mine 
risks in localities have brought several claims, 
largely due to the disintegration of the rock 
as soon as it opens to the air or on account 
of stringent laws which make employers more 
liable than in other States.

MAY ASK TO RE-ENTER MASSACHUSETTS. 

The A&tna Indemnity will apply for another 
license to do burglary business in Massachu- 
setts, if it appears worth while after studying 
up the situation and its possibilities. This can 
be done by boosting up the present capital of 
the company about $25,000, which would seem 
to be easy if the figures should justify such 
a course.

MASSACHUSETTS FINDS AN IMPAIRMENT 

The Massachusetts department found that 
the capital of the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty Company of Baltimore was impaired, 
The department threw out $229,810 of assets. 
President Bland, of the company, states that 
owing to the large business transacted last 
year, it was necessary to set aside over $1,000,- 
000 as reinsurance reserve. The management

TO GIVE COMMISSIONER JURISDICTION. 


At the next session of the Kansas legisla- 
ture a bill will be introduced giving the in- 
surance commissioner jurisdiction over foreign 
surety companies. Under the present law out- 
side surety companies cannot be accepted on 
official bonds in which the State is interested 
unless they have been admitted to the State 
by the attorney-general. The only require- 
ment at present is that they have at least $500,- 
coo capital and appoint a resident of Kansas 
attorney for accepting service.

SUICIDE PREVENTS ISSUE OF BOND. 

The General Underwriting Company of Cin- 
cinnati recently lost a heavy bond in a pe- 
culiar way. Its branch office in Columbus had 
scarcely been opened when an application for 
a $250,000 bond was received from William G. 
Taefels, receiver for a savings bank at 
Newark. Mr. Taefels walked into the office 
about 4 o'clock and arranged for the bond 
to be filed at Newark the next day. Ben Hig- 
don, manager of the Columbus office, took an 
early train to Newark the next morning and 
upon his arrival found that Mr. Taefels had 
committed suicide the night before by jumping 
into the Licking River.

SUIT OVER ACCIDENT CLAIM. 

The widow of the late Dr. J. J. Slagle of 
Troy, Ohio, !ast week brought suit for $10,000 
each against the AEtna Life and the Fidelity 
& Casualty: and for $5,000 against the Pacific 
Mutual Life, claiming that her husband was 
insured in, these companies and that he came 
to his death as the result of an accident oc- 
curring in a street car. Dr. Slagle carried 
$5,000-$10,000 combination accident policies 
in the AXtna and the Fidelity & Casualty and 
a straight $5,000 policy in the Pacific Mutual. 
The companies allege that the cause of his 
death was Bright’s disease and that they are 
liable only for the period of disability actually 
caused by the accident, if any. An autopsy 
was held by physicians representing both the 
companies and the beneficiary and the com- 
panies are confident of the outcome.

OHIO RAILROAD ACCIDENTS LIGHT. 


July was almost a record breaker on Ohio 
railroads, so far as accidents were concerned. 
Not a passenger was killed and but four 
travelers on the public highways lost their 
lives. Twenty-six trespassers on railroad 
property were killed, while fourteen employes 
met the same fate. The losses to insurance 
companies must have been light, as the 
amounts carried by railway employes are usu- 
ally small. Trespassers are responsible for 
their own accidents.

TITLE GUARANTY & TRUST IN OHIO. 

The Title Guaranty & Trust Company, 
which has just been admitted to Ohio, now 
has its special agents in the State making ap- 
pointments of agents. The company will not 
appoint a state agent, but will handle the field 
from the home office.

W. N. Tuller as agent and attorney at Cin- 
cinnati, and Heeman, Kranz & Co. at Toledo.

CINCINNATI PLATE-GLASS SITUATION BAD. 
Plate-glass conditions at Cincinnati are said 
to be badly demoralized, although they are 
probably no worse than at other points. Ac- 
cording to some agents, the manual seems to 
be used only as a basis for discounts and 





anyone seeking insurance may be quoted rates 
ranging all the way from 25 to 90 percent of 
the published figures. The older companies 
lay the bad conditions to the newcomers, in 
the field, although every company seems ready 
to “protect its business.” One agent ascribed 
the demoralization to the present low price of 
plate glass. It is said that the trust is fighting 
the two independent producers and that plates 
that cost $300 a few years ago can now be re- 
placed for $150.

NOT MEETING WITH MUCH SUCCESS. 


It is reported from London that the Casu- 
alty Insurance Company (Limited), which 
was started by F. J. Lee Smith of New York, 
has not been seriously supported by English 
capitalists. Mr. Smith went to England to 
open the London branch of the Preferred Ac- 
cident of New York, but left that company 
last fall and began the organization of an 
English company to operate on American 
plans. The latest report at hand shows that 
2,003 shares had been applied for, but as only 
five shillings were to be paid on each share at 
time of subscription, and a further five shill- 
ings at time of allotment, the working capital 
would appear to be not more than $5,000. 
This would not go far if the company were 
to be run on American methods. 

The Preferred was the first accident com- 
pany to enter the British field, although sev- 
eral American and Canadian life companies 
are well known there. The Preferred is said 
to be meeting with fair success, aithough not 
as great as was hoped for.
